Wooden Pavemeants Unhealthy,

There ix no fact relative to paving more
clenrly settled above question of dispute
than that wooden bloek payements are
nnhealthy ns well as short lived. Euro:
pean and American engineers agree per-
feotly on this point. M. Tonssagrives,
the eminent professor of hygiene at
Montpelier, France, says: “The hygilenist
cannot look favorably upon a stroet
covering consisting of a porous substance
capable of absorbing orgame matter and
by its own decomposition giving rise to
noxious miassmi, which proceeding from
50 large a surface ennnot be regarded ax
insignifieant. 1 am convineed that aeity
with a damp elimate paved entirely with
woull would soon become acity of marsh
foevors, "

Genernl Q. A, Gillmore, in hils work on
“Rouds, Streets and Payvemonts," re-
marks: “The noisome and noxious ex-
halations emanating from the faceal and
other putrescent matter collected and
held in the joints of these pavements con-
stitute another sanitary objection to their
uee in populons towns, Tlie joints com-
prise, after enlargement by woar, fully
one-third the entire area of the earringo-
wny, and under the averago eare the sur-
face of filth exposed to evaporation coy-
vrs threofourths of the entire strest.
This foul orvganic matter, composed
largely of urine and the exerement of
difterent antmals, is held in the joints,
ruts and gutters, where it undergooes
putrifactive fermentation in warm, damp
weather and beoomes tho froitfal  soures
of noxious efluvium, or It Noats in thoe
atmosphere and penetrates the dwellings
in the form of unwholesome dust, irri-
tating to the eyes and  poisonous to the
organs of respiration.

This is the voico of science in reply to
the question whether wootllen pavements
are healthy, It is reinforced by the
opinions of Dr, Cyrus Edson of tho New
York health burean, of the health oflicer
of Chieago, and by the consent of the
moedieal faculty in every eity which has
gone into the gostly experiment of exten-
sive paving with wood. Diseases of the
throat and lungs, diptheria, and low
fevers follow in the wake of wooden
blocks, Is such a pavement a cheap
pavement at any price? This is the ques-
tion which heads of famiiies in Omahn
must answer to their own satisfaction
before committing  themsclves in its
favor.

Repaving and Repaiving.

The parties who are using such strenuy-
ous efforts to place wooden pavements
on all the districts ordered paved this
yearby the council, inclding business
streets and streets which will be business
streets boforo the cedar bloek nuisanco is
well settled on fts sund foundstion, find
that thers is a strong feeling of opposi-
tion to their schemes on the purl of tax-
payers who have already paid for a solid
and substantinl pavement in the districts
alrendy paved., The property owners
who selected a durable matorial hecause
they were business mon and knew that
repaving a  paved street was about
ns  expensive as  paving an  un-
paved streot are not ineclined to nccept
the argument which the woor block syn-
dicate of son-in-laws and cousinsg are
now using at their expense to boom a
chenp paving material in Omahn, They
insist that there is adifforoncs betweon
repairing and repaving under the charter
provision and resent tho statement that
when the wooden blocks are erushed out
of usefulness the tax-payers at largo, and
not the abutting property owners, will be
called upon to foot the bills of putting
tha strects into passable condition, Thaey
are correct. Repairing pavements and
relaying pavements ave two very different
matters, us some of our tax-payers will
find to their sorrow, before many years
have past, The charter provision places
no preminm on individual nigzarvdliness
at the expense of the elty at large. The
men who have been wiso enough to
pave our strects with solid stone will not
be galled upon to foot the bills for repay-
ingin front of the property of citizens
who selected thewr pavement withont re-
gard to any other quality bnt its cheap-
ness, No such ascheme as thatof which
the advoentes of wooden blocks are now
openly boasting will ever be carred into
operation in Omaha. When the stone
blocks wear out the abutting property
will be taxed for new stone hlocks. When
the wooden blocks are poundead into pulp
the pavemoent will be replaced at the ex-
pense of the men who chose a cheap
pavement beeause it was cheap. The
taxpayers ot lurge will not be charged
with their mistake. Repaiving and re-
paving are two different words. They
will be so interpreted by future city coun-
cils and eur courts if the question should
ever be seriously discussed by those in-
terestod,

Taken From a County Jall,

The Douglas county grand jury has
mude commendable reform in the usual
cut and dried report upon the condition
of the county juil. The duty of examining
the jail, of hearing complaints of prison-
ers,and of making such recommendations
as aro enlled for in the interest of health,
cleanliness and security, has boen per-
formed herctofore by our grand juries in
a perfunctory and shiftless manner. The
reports handed in have usunlly stated
that the grand jury as required by lnw
visited the county ail and feund every-
thing in an excellent condition. A fow
visiting juries have ventured to snggost
several needed changes, but the county
bonrd have not found it necessary to com-
ply with the recommendntions made.
The last grand jury had as its foreman
Ex-Shevift Burley, and thera secems in
consequence to have been a more than
usnally rigid investigation of the jail.
T'he visitors muke six important recom-
wendations. They find that the inside
wills and ceilings of the building are
dirty, und that the iron and wood works
need painting, 48 sanitary  procautions,
thut the cells are overcrowded and the
hammocks worn out, that there are no
luundry provisions, that the jailor s
overworked and that the inearcerating of
incurable insane prisoners with criminnls
and their confinement in dungeons should
be stopped, The grand jury concluded
its Inbors by passing resolutions that
this report be brought by the district
ecourt to the attention of the county com-
missioners in order that it should not be
pigeon-holed like its prodecessors.

It is 1o b hoped
thiit the county commisssloners
will find it to their interests o act on
thuse snggestions promptly, Itis rafresh-
ing to the publie to find that there can be
any oflivial suggestions about eounty
matters which do not come directly from
the bourd of couuty commissioners.

If the re-
port of the grand jury stirs up the board
to a little work outside of the ordinary
routine business of allowing ‘heir own
pay and mileago and eanousing on sfreet
corners, the public will be corresponding -
Iy benefitted.

The Driven Well Decision.

Although the driven well monopoly
patent has now expired by limitation,
the conrts have Just finished their series
of decislons upon the validity of the pat-
ont The recent nction of the United
States supreme courl in dismissing ten
enscs of appeal involving the right to
royalty fully aflirmas the title of i lonel
Nelson Green to the patent in guestion,
The result of this lnst decision will have
no offpct upon Inte users of the invention,
but it takes the ground from under the
feot of those who have been resisting the
payment of royalty for nearly ten yoars
past, This tinal action of the
supremo  court  will be  interesting,
therefore, to thouspnds  of people
throughout the eonutry who have boen
using the tube or driven well to obtain
water for domestio purposes. The ques.
tion was once before decided by o full
bench of the supreme court.  Tho cases
in question were those appealed from the
United States eireunit court of Now Joer-
soy before Judge Nixon,  In this conteo-
tion a short resume of the strugile be-
tween the people and the drive well
monopoly  will not be uninterest
g, and we condense the fol-
lowing from The Springticld Repreblican:

The bitterest kind of a fight sgainst the
collectlon of royalties was made in Plain-
field and Westfield, New Jersov, Publie
mectings were held, a defenso fund was
establishied, as has been often the case In
other states, and the best legal talent en-
gaged, The taking of evidence and the
varlons arguments were a continual dramn
on decount of the deep publie interest and
number of people made Linble to damages in
ense nn attempt to break the patent failed,
Judige Nixon's declsion, however, wins strong
for the patent upon all the points at issue. A
new organization was at once effected and
maney rised to carry the ease to the supreme
court, and for nearly three years the owners
of the patent tor Now Jersey have walted the
slow pace of that overcrowded court, During
this period the patent ran out by virtue of
the seventeen-years' lmitation, and the
Plainfield combination, as the day for argu-
ment drew near, concluded not to go into
court, The supreme court hns dismissed the
ten appeals, putling all the costs upon the
defendants, and thus affirming the decision
of Judge Nixon which establishes the patent.
When the Green driven well ease eaine be-
fore the United States supreme court, about
four years ago. soveral days werg consimed
with the nrgument. ¥:5 Appeal belng made
from Judge Gresham’s doecision (cireuit
court) in Indiima. The deeree of the In-
dinna ¢lroutt court in favor of the patent was
altirmed, and the defendants settled, paying
costs.  Dut before that the following eirenit
judges liad sustained the Green patent after
long and expensive sults, in which printed
evilence covering ns much space as three of
Webster's dictionaries was taken: Judge
Charles 1. Henediet of New York, Judge
John I9, Dillen of Minnesota, Judge Samtiel
Blntehtord (now of the Unjted States sn-
preme court) of New York and Jwdge Solo-
mon L. Withey of Michigan, ‘T'henumber of
distinet contests, running over years and In-
volving thousands of dollars of outlay upon
both sides, have peen about twelve, and the
gmaller cases are numbered by the hnndreds,
In only one case—in Iown—has there been
any opinfon adverse to the Green patent, de-
oisions bhaving been rendered in the cirouit
court in that state both ways, For twenty-
two years Celonel Green and those nssociatel
in business with him haye been subjected to
0 series of bitter pontests, amd whether tho
nuterous users of an inyention which hasso
simplified the subicet of water supply will
still continue to dispute the clalms for royal-
ties, remains to be seen.

The President and the Senato,

The report of the senate judiciary com-
mittee upon the right of the confirming
body to free necess to all official papers
in its investigation of appointments to
office nnd the enuses incident thereto, isa
full and complate discussion of the izsue
between the president and the senate.
The constitutional mandate is sunple and
uneqguivoenl. The prestdent cannot make
an appointment unless it Is made “by
and with the adviee and consent of the
senate," The elause in itsell presupposes
the right of inquiry. Itis a duty imposed
upen the senate, nnd one which has been
oxercised since the carly days of the re-
publie, The right of congress to any
oflicinl poper in the possession of tho
president or of any of the departments
has never before been seriously ques-
tioned,  Public policy has at times
demanded o delpy in furnishing the re-
quired information, but it has always
been given. How far correspondence
relating to patronage may or may not bo
oflicinl will now be the chief question
under dispute, If official changes are
oniy to be made “for cavse," as Mr.
Cleveland  has so often declared, the
caunss when stated in writing to the ro
moving power certainly becomes of an
official nature. It torminates official
tenure and forms the basls for a new ap-
pointment with which the senate is ealled
upon to deal in its advising and eonfirm-
ing capacity. Upon the theory of the
civil seryico roformers, to which elass
Mr, Cleveland pretends to  belong,
there ean be no question as to
the position which the president ought to
occupy. Hemovals being only made for
canse it isdue to the senate that the cause
should be known in order to afford it
basis for aequicscing in or refusing to en-
dorse the exeeutive in the new  appoint-
ment. The president, however, stands
“on his  prerogatives” so called and
denies the vight of the sensts to inguire
into the rensons for changes in oflice.
The senate through its commitioe retali-
ates by threstening to refuse to confirm
appointments where they are dened
proper information as (o regsons for re-
moval. My, Cleveland began his admin-
istration by boasting that it would be
condueted “*behind glass doors.'! At the
first movement to examine its workings
he has pulled down the blinds.

Tur ease of Sehwenck against the vail-
rond for diseriminntion aguinst his busi-
nuess contrary to the provisions of the
Nebraska statutes hias been “satisfactorily
sottled™ by the railroad commissionors.
The railrogd company wrote to the board
promising not to do so again and the
